Even in this short period, 
however, it has produced, and threatens to 
produce, diplomatic results of the first 
importance. In the first place, President 
Wilson has made it clear-that any further 
outrage ‘upon American liberties at: sea 
will involve a rupture between the United 
States and Germany. In the next place, 
the threat of the new submarine cam- 
paigh has induced Portugal.to seize the 
German ships in her harbours, and has 
compelled Germany to declare a state of 
war with that country. Finally, there is 
every promise that this declaration of war 
ineffective’ im deterring other 
countries frem following Por- 
tugal's example. Brazil has already 
sought to. open negotiations with Ger- 
many for the requisitioning of the con- 
siderable number of German ships lying 
in Brazilian ports. Germany has refused 
to entertain the suggestion, doubtless 
counting upon the existence of a strong 
German element in Brazil to deter the 
Government from drastic action. It re- 
mains to be seen, however, whether Brazil 
will not now proceed to a forcible seizure. 
The diplomatic difficulties in which the 
new swhmarine campaign has involved 
(jermany are so grave that we are inclined 
to regard the semi-official statement as 
protesting too much when it says that 
there will be no modification of this cam- 
paign under the new régime at the German 
Admiralty. If Admiral von Tirpitz’s 
resignation is not sufficiently explained 
by ill-health, a decision in favour of such 
a modification of the submarine war would 
supply one explanation of his retirement. 
Another explanation, which we are not in- 
clined to accept without reserve, comes 
from Switzerland. This is to the effect 
that he has been removed on account of 
dissatisfaction with the lethargy of the 
High Sea Fleet. If political pressure 
has so far triumphed over the dictates of 
pure strategy as to have reached the point 
ef compelling that Fleet to seek a decision 
at sea, then we should have to welcome 
Admiral von Tirpitz’s resignation as 
heralding the culminating episode of the 
war.

Japan’s Trade. 


Japan's belligerency has not stood in 
the way of her commercial expansion. For 
practical purposes her position differs little 
from that of the United States, and her ex- 
penses are but slightly more than: they 
would be if she were merely a neutral in 
these anxious times. She is furnishing 
her Allies with munitions and supplies, 
and is sending to the Allied countries com- 
modities of many kinds to take the place 
of those formerly received from enemy 


sources. The profits of this exceptional 
trade will, in part, be available for loans 
to the Allied Governments, and so will 
earn supplementary profits. To a large 
extent, they will’ be used to de- 
velop the resources of .the 
eountry, for Japan of markets 
for her fullest industrial production 
for some years to come. All the ad- 
vantages possessed by her Allies (gained, 
let it be said. with her help) in respect 
of access to markets which Germany at 
present cannot reach Japan enjoys in 
equal measure, without the disadvantage, 
common to the others, cf having a large 
part of the industrial population absorbed 
into military service. ‘She is free, to an 
extent not possible for France or England,. 
to concentrate all her resources “of pro- 
duction in the development of her export 
trade. She is gaining a firm hold on new 
markets all over the world. We have 
evidence of that in the United Kingdom. 
Within the last: few months great quanti- 
ties of Japanese merchandise, represent- 
ing pew lines of business, have come into 
British ports. In Russia, and still more 
in China and other countries of the Far 
East, the expansion of Japanese trade has 
been even more remarkable. The 
Japanese trade returns for 1915 have 
just been published-here. They show 
that during the war period Japan has | 
turned a large adverse trade balance—that | 
is, excess of imports over exports—into a 
favourable balance twice as large.

This afternoon I saw two soldiers at 
the Victoria Station. They were sitting 
on a bench, with an armed guard at their 
sides. Both were young fellows, about 
nineteen or twenty, with fresh com- 
plexions. One seemed happy and gay, the 
other surly and downcast. People pass- 
ing along gave a hasty glance, a start, and 
another look. Not a word or unkind 
look seemed to be cast.at them, while by 
the side of the merry one sat a soldier's 
wife, with a young baby im her arms. 
The two men were German prisoners of 
war—probably the first German spldiers 
that the majority of people in the station 
had ever seen, 

At the moment it is believed that no 
lives have been lost on the Tubantia, all 
the passengers and crew having got off 
in the boats. If so, the German Govern- 
ment must be considered uncommonly 
lucky. This great ship-—the finest plying 
between Europe and South America—had 
accommodation for 1,400 passengers, and, 
had anything like this number been on 
board, great loss of life must have re- 
sulted. Relations between Germany and 
Holland are not too good already, and 
might have been stramned to breaking- 
point if many Dutch lives had been sacri- 
ficed as the result of German submarine 
piracy. 

It is rather curious that the Tubantia 
should have been torpedoed on the very 
day when Grand Admiral von Tirpitz's 
resignation was announced. That resig- 
nation was precipitated, according to the 
German wireless, by the Emperor's 
alleged refusal to’ allow submarine war- 
fare to be directed against neutral ships. 
The whole business, however, is fishy. It 
is- quite possible that. as has happened 
before, von Tirpitz will come up ‘smiling 
again after a brief period of nominal re 
tirement. Meanwhile, ' to Amurath an 
Amurath succeeds,” for Admiral von 
Capelle has been von Tirpitz’s right-hand 
man throuchont and is thoroughly identi- 
fied with his policy.

He 
asked the Committee to contrast the speech 
of the member for Clare, fresh from the 
trenches, with the speech of the late Home 
Secretary, a distinguished member of the 
legal profession, who condemned the action 
of the appeal tribunals while many casés with 
which they had to deal were still sub gudtce. 
He (Sir John Simon) assumed that the 
tribunals would act in Re ig to the ex- 
pressed intention of Parliament and to the 
provisions of the Act they had to administer.’ 
He had apparently gone about a«triving to 
find causes of complaint, and professed that 
he was doing this in the interests of the 
Empire and the interests of the country. The 
right hon. gentleman’s speech would be read 
with dismay by every loyal section of the 
community in this country, but it would be 
read with profound satisiaction when the 
English newspapers reached Berlin. In all 
German towns it would Be heartily welcomed. 
(Loud cheers.) 

Sir JOHN SIMON interrupted. 

Mr. LONG—No; if the right hon. gentle- 
man makes these speeches, he must listen to 
those: who have to answer them. (Cheers.) 
Of course, Mr. Long proceeded, the speech 
would be received with gratitude, bat he only 
hoped the German people would know the 
truth, and would know that, however power- 
ful the speeches might be, and however great 
the ability of those who made them, they 
ropresented but a miserable minority of the 
people of this country. (Loud cheers.) It 
would be time enough to condemn the 
tribunals when it was known that they were 
giving unjust decisions. He (Mr. Long) could 
assure the House, speaking with full know- 
ledge and Ea i "og that more could not 
be done than was being: done to secure the 
single men who were required for the Army. 
He appeal/d to the House to remember that 
ve were ot war, the greatest war in which 
this country had ever been engaged. Every- 
thing was at stake. Nay, more, it meant our 
future existence and the liberty of our people. 
He earnestly asked the House to turn its at- 
tention to more profitable subjects, and to 
give the Government its support in their de. 
termination to bring this war to the only con- 
clusion that was possible by a great and 
glorious victory. ann bf

SUPPLY OF MARGARINE AND 
BACON, 


The monthly meeting of the Joint Commitice 
the Richmond District Asylum, Dublin, was held 
yesterday, Alderman P. W. Corrigan (Deputy Chair- 
man) presiding. : 


MARGARINE AND BACON. 


Alderman O' Neill moved a resolution to the effect 
that the power reserved by the Joint Commitice in 
their advertisement for annual supplies—namely, 
to “ cease ordering any article alterether” if they 
considered it dosirable be put in ferce as régarda 
margarine ami American bacon for tho financial 
year commencing ist April, 1916, until after in 
vestigation of tae terms of such contract by a 
epecial meeting of the Committee. The resiation 
instructed the Clerk to communicate with Dr, 
Sherlock, and request him to formulate in writing 
his complaints if respect of the sasignuing of t 
contracts by the Supplics Committee at theirimeet- 
ing on the Sth inst. Ue said that the quesiipn be 
wished to place before the meeting was one which 
affected the nour and honesty of the instituon, 
At Tuesday's meeting of the Dublin Corporation 
br. Sherlock gaid there were 29 members of that 
body on the Asylum Committee, and within the 
last ten days the Aaylom Board had before it the 
question of supplying margarine and bacon to the 
institution, adding that on the facts, as supplied 
to him, one of the firms tendered to supply mar- 
garine for 71/9 for six months The first tender 
was not considered, but the tender of a Man at 
wax accepted. Wr. Sherlock further said : 
we. Board also advertised for Imsh and: Cana 
dian bacou, and one gentieman sent in a ‘tender 
fur American bacon. The Board, without having 
advertised for American bacoir, gave the contract to 
the American bacon tender at-105/- per cwt. Not 
withstanding that, other tenderers were prepared to 
vive the same article at 91/. per cwt.” The matter 
‘was one which concerned the honesty and integrity 
of each and every one of them, and if they could 
not do their business dua and above board they 
shouid only clear out, and let in those who thought 
they could do better. 

Mr. Fox seconded the motion. 

The Chairman explained that there was only one 
tender for Irish bacon and one for Canadian bacon 
submitied. One of the firms tendering sent in a 
sample of what was called “light American 
miidies,” and al the meeting of the Committee il 
was suagesied that they make an experiment of 
three months with this American article, There 
was no regular formal contract at all. Mr. Reich. 
at the meeting, pointed out that they had not ad- 
vertised for American bacon, and that he thought 
the proceeding was informal. Mr, Cogan suggested 
that they accept the article at the price for a 
month, as he said they would not be able to get it 
at the quotation given. As regards the margarine, 
there was a difference of 1/- per cwl. between the 
price of one competitor and another competi- 
tor who had been supplying the article for twelve 
months, and, with one exception, the supply was 
entirely satisfactary.. Under these conditions, aud 
for the sake of 1/- extra, he did net think they 
should change their contactor. Tho Committee 
was thoroughly justified in’ the action they took. 
The prices for different grades of margarine. sub 
mitied in the tenders.ranged from 66/. to 8é/. 

Mr. P. T. Daly, T.C., pointed, out that people in 
the bacon trade complained that they get no oppor- 
tunity of tendering for American bacon at all. 
They acce American bacon at 105/-, and rejec 
a tender from the same firm for Canadian at 110/-. 

The resolution was adopted, and it was decided 
fo call a special meeting te further consider the 
matter on that day week.

DUBLIN HOUSING. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

' Srx,—I have read’ with much pleasure your 
recent leading article on the attem ts by our 

ion in Dublin farther to burden our 
unfortunate rae at a time when the 
great majority of them are least fible to bear 
it. It would’ seem to any dispassionate ob- 
server that the majority of our aig ape 
must be bereft of all common-sense. To throw 
away money on pre seg at a time when it 
costs 25 per cent. more than in normal periods 
shows a lack of the business acumen which 
one would h to find in the rulers of our 
capital City. I wish to urge the lack of any 
necessity for such reckless expenditure at the 
present time. 

The supply of houses in Dublin, I contend, 
exceeds the demand. Let anyone devote an 
hour or two to counting the “' bills to let," or 
make enquiry from any one of our many 
house agents, and the case for the rejection 
of the proposed expenditure will be found 
unanswerable. Some houses are, of course, 
unsuitable, but there are many hundreds, or 
possibly thousands, which one man could 
take, sub-letting ions, and the propor- 
tionate rents would be considerably less than 
houses now to be built could be let at; or 
suitable houses could be rented or bought- by 
a committee or syndicate for such purposes. 
These houses, at present deteriorating, un-. 
productive, and useless, would then become a 
source of revenue to our rates. There is 
much, too, to be urged in favour of the better 
accommodation provided in our well-built 
houses, with their lofty, airy rooms, over the 
confined spaces of many of the more modern 
dwellings. 

There is admittedly less distress in Dublin 
at present than for many years past and less 
unemployment. Snrely when the war is 
ended any and every scheme providing em- 
ployment will be urgently needed, and labour 
and materials may reasonably be expected to
